The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions Group I claims an apparatus comprising a first 
frame, a second frame, and a mirror moveably mounted in the second frame. This 
mirror device could be used in any system requiring a moveable mirror and there is no 
requirement, based on the claim language, to search in the projection art. Although both 
Group II and Group III are rear projection systems, they have different classifications. 
Group II has no requirement for the heat source and vents of Group III, and Group III 
has no requirements for the particular mirror of Group II. Different references would be 
required fro the rejection of all of the claims in Group II and Group III, respectively. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for either Group I or II is not required for Group III, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions, Group II and Group III, are distinct for the reasons 
given above and have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
